T he Register realizes that the Board 
of Education has a difficult problem in 
m aking the schools' income keep pace 
•with the needed improvem ents and 
growth of the schools, and it is not 
desirous of indulging in any criticism 
of the decision of the board to arrange 
for the needed improvem ents at the 
high school in preference to providing 
the long hoped for separate school for 
Mexicans. 
It does wish, however, to 
say that it does not agree with what 
it believes is a general tendency in 
the schools of the state to sacrifice the 
elem entary and gram m ar schools in 
favor of the high schools. 
W hether 
o r not the decision in favor of the 
high school in the present instance is 
a part of the general tendency is some­ 
thing of which we are unable to ac- 
curately judge. 
It does appear, however, that high 
school students can 
stand crowding 
b etter than the little tots of the grades, 
especially -when the little ones are 
crowded among Mexicans. 
The pres­ 
ence of Mexicans in the lower grades 
of two or three 
of 
our 
elem entary 
schools is a positive detrim ent to class 
work, probably far more of a d e tri-: 
m ent than is the lack of room at the 
high school to the work of the high j 
school. 
Viewing the m atter from the stand­ 
point of the city at large, 
it 
is the I 
R egister's opinion 
that 
a 
separate 
school for Mexicans is of tar more 
importance than a night school. If the 
board is able to save enough out of the 
high school income to run a night 
school—a point not yet determ ined-- 
it had better reduce the special tax 
rate for the high school and put some 
of it into the common school rate in 
order to provide a fund with which to 
get a site for a Mexican school, even 
though the school cannot be built this 
year.
